GOVERNOR KENNEDY. 

Wo have boon so unused on Vancouver 
Jslani to ace liie Executive bow to public 
opinion, that t!io recent gracious acts of 
Qovernor Kennedy aro very likely to obtain 
for H\i Excellency much more pruiso than 
oven the occasion! warrant. That the Go- 
vernor, ho wcver, deserves the good opinion 
of the community for abandoning gtoun) 
taken up upon either his own convictions or 
mistaken friendly advice, in delercnce to the 
popular wish, is, we think, generally con • 
ceded, and by none more than those who op- 
posed Ilis Excellency on Ihe latu occasions. 
The wisest men in the world have erted be- 
times — the greatest statesmen, at some period 
of their Ji via, Iiuvh committed incredible 
blunders; il is, therefore, nothing especially 
derogatory to Qovernor Kennedy's judgmeol 
that he has made a mistake, but there is 
^verj thing to commend in Ihe sacrifice of his 
opinion. Next to ihu Mi|,vrimiu>al gieattlt-ss 
ol iulallibilily, undoubtedly ranks that quality 
which leads lo a praelieal aeknowled^meui 
of error. It is ihe priucipul speciality thai 
brinns Break, ign. rant man lo ihe vestibule 
of tiuih, and forms the most attractive, though 
probably most rare quality in tho ruler 
of an empire, a kingdom, or a colony 
The greate.il victory, saya philosophy, man 
can win is that over himself. Governor Ken. 
nedy has shown that lie Can conquer his pre- 
dilections and Irs sell-love, and wj ask lor 
no higher attributes in a Colonial Governor, 
Obstinacy and self-sufficiency are too ul ten 
the concomitant? uf rank and pjiver, and ar« 
the^oeksngainst which nearly every ruier who 
has mel with shipwreck tins driven his bark. 
It is, perhaps, fui-iiinute ihat his Excellency 
in almost the ouuet ol his Vsncuuver Island 
career, should huve been broughl in'o this 
quasi-collision with the people ami their re- 
presentatives ; for it has enabled both parties 
— tho Governor and tho governed — moie 
quickly to understand each other, and has 
given us, at an early stage, a glimpse of Ihe 
amiable qualities of I J is Excellency— quali- 
ties thut will go fat in the public mind lo 
counterbalance more serious defecls lhan tnv 
whii h have yet made their appearance in tbe 
political conduct of the Executive. 

Accordiug to Ihe Gazette, the Legislature 
is now called lo meet on the 12ih of Septem- 
ber, thus affording Ihe hill fourteen days' 
notice, required by English law, We are 
glad that in this matter Governor Kennedy 
was oot led away by Ihe advice of tome ol 
the most venerable gentlemen in the Upper 
House, who stated that il v as perfectly legi- 
timate to inemde in dm fourteen days' no- 
tice, Ihe period Ibut had already expired 
since the issuance of the notice en the lGtb. 
It ia evident, indeed, ihat Ilis Excellency is 
beginning to estimate the character of Ins offi 
cial its well ns unofficial advisers at some- 
thing near tho proper mark, and that if he 
caroot close up some of Ihe little pit-falls that 
he baa been recently induced to dig for his 
own especial inconvenience end discomfort, 
he will at least in the future avoid any more 
excavations of a similar kind. Wo nre 
aware of lha difficulties thai surround a 
recently arrived Governor in n new Colony 
like Vancouver Island ; we know that if he 
shuts himself up in his dignity, ho will lo?e 
many a valuable suggestion and alienate the 
sympathies of the people; but wc also know 
that if ho is an nffanln m,n, Ins affibility 
will be abused and he will be inundated with 
the advice and opinions of every empty - 
headed busy-body in die place. The latter 
has been Governor Kennedy's lot. and we are 
only surprised that his mistakes should have 
been so lew. We hope, h i*ever, tint with nn 
increased kuowle Ige of the aflairs of the 
colony, His Excellency will be able In dis- 
pense with this gratuitous, and unprofitable 
counsel, ami assume lhat responsibili'y which 
devolves upon him. whether he carries nut 
others' ideas or his o Hi. Su li responsibility 
need not in this C'dnnv he excessive. It I he 
gold fields become extensive, Ihe miner, 
themselves, us »p have belure ieinarke.1, will 
make the host milling lei;n anus. The A»- 
neinbly and Council will iln I he other work ol 
the joiintry. If oil Iter l.hor is bully per- 
formed the reap msibi lily rests with ihe legis 
lative holies not with G ivsnior Kennedy ; 
hut if His Excellency in Ihe limited sphere nl 
his actual duties, sh aid r fuse lo sign n bill 
at the advice of the Attorney General, ni 
make appointinenia inconsistent w in ihe 
available resources nl I hi; c iliiny. or net con- 
trary lo constitutional pfecedent, the respon- 
iibility, nild blume if ibere be any, will rest 
upon the heud of ihe Executive and him 
alone.
